Possibility of a friendly suit to 


obtain a supreme- court ruling on 
the legality of reallocating die un- 
used balance of the $25,000,000 bond, 
issue voted to build a high dam in 
San Gabriel canyon loomed Tues- 
day when the board of supervisors 
again postponed action on the pro- 
posal to use the money for building 
three smaller structures to replace 
the abandoned project. 


"According to the ruling of our 


county counsel, the unused balance 
of $21,500,000 of the bond issue may 
be used for the three smaller dams, 
as suggested by the flood control 
district," said Supervisor Graves, 
chairman of the board. "But in or- 
der to be absolutely sure that there 
will be no varying opinions among 
those who are to purchase the bonds, 
before we proceed with the project 
we want to take more time in order 
to obtain further opinions.

attorneys from

louses who will handle the bonds 
and all concerned. In fact, it would 
be better to have a friendly suit in 
the matter to obtain a supreme 
court ruling as to the legality of our 
act in reallocating the fund."

They hold that under the law 


iinds raised by a bond issue Uke the 
^25,000,000 one voted to control the 
flood waters of San Gabriel canyon 
may be diverted if conditions change 
after the project has been gotten 
under way, or if the work has been 
stopped by law. In the case of the 
ligh dam at the forks in San Gab- 
•iel canyon the project was stopped 
ay order of the state engineer after 
a landslide occurred at the site. 


Following the abandonment of the 


work plans and specifications were 
redrawn by E. C. Eaton, chief en- 
;ineer of the flood control district, 
calling for the building of three 
dams in the canyon to replace the 
abandoned project. Engineer Eaton 
estimates that the three smaller 
dams can be built at a cost well 
within the $21,500,000 left from the 
$25,000,000 issue, the improvement to 
carry out the original idea of the 
high dam.

Let us think for a minute of farm- 


ing in terms of power. 


Animal power as well as mechani- 


cal power. 
' 


Farming without power is almost 


inconceivable to the American mind. 
Yet in Italy today there is only one 
horse to every five farm workers. At 
the beginning of the World war, 
when the use of animals on Ameri- 
can farms was at its peak, we had 
more than two horses for every man 
employed in farm labor; Great Bri- 
tain had less than one horse per 
man, Germany one horse for each 
two farm hands, France one horse 
to three laborers. 


Power on the farm, then, is noth- 


ing new in America. It is the secret 
of our greater farm prosperity. And 
in introducing mechanical power on 
the farm we are still leading Europe 
and the rest of the world. 


In the form of tractors and other 


power-driven machinery we had 
more than two horsepower per 
worker on the farms in 1900, thirty 
years ago. In manufacturing indus- 
try less power was in use per work- 
er than on the farm. 


The same proportion obtained 


down to 1925. It is only in the past 
five years that workers hi industry 
have had more mechanical power 
per man at their disposal than 
workers on the farm.* Now the av- 
erage worker in industry uses about 
five horsepower, while the average 
farm worker has at his command 
slightly less in mechanical power 
and more than the equivalent of 
two mechanical horsepower in the 
form of animal power. 


And the greatest increase in the 


use of power, if the present ten- 
dency is a fair indication, will be on 
the farm. The horses and mules 
are being replaced by engines much 
more powerful than the animals are. 


All of that means that the farm 


output per person employed in farm 
work is steadily growing larger. 
Fewer men are needed to produce 
and transport to market the same 
amount of foodstuffs or other agri- 
cultural commodities. 


This increase in farm productivity 


has been going on for a hundred

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dities necessary to feed and cloth 
themselves and the rest of the popu- 
lation. By 1900, thru the addition.to 
the farm equipment of more horses 
and of mechanical power-driven im- 
plements, we had reached a stage o: 
efficiency which required the work 
of not more than four-tenths of the 
whole population to feed and clothe 
us all. 


This year's census is not complete 


but it seems certain that it will show 
that not more than a quarter of the 
entire population of the Unitet 
States is actually engaged in farm 
work; and the continuing increase 
in power equipment may, and prob 
ably will, reduce this proportion t 
15 per cent in the course of anothe 
ten years. That is what the statis- 
tical experts figure—that eventually 
we shall reach such a stage of ag- 
ricultural efficiency that only 15 per 
cent of the people will be required 
to grow all of the crops and live- 
stock which the entire 100 per cent 
of the people consume. 


The present volume of power in 


use on the farms of America is esti- 
mated at 50,000,000 horsepower. This 
is divided among nearly 25,000,000 
separate units, of which horses and 
mules still comprise the larger pro- 
portion. But in addition to some 
18,000,000 work animals there are in 
use 853,000 farm tractors, 697,300 
trucks—the farm job is in very large 
part a transportation job—2,500,000 
stationary gas engines, 1,000,000 
windmills, 300,000 individual electric 
plants and 500,000 central station 
electric installations. Those figures 
do not include nearly 5.000,000 pas- 
senger automobiles which are owned 
by farmers, as they are not primar- 
ily production machines. 


There will always be plenty of 


work for human beings to do in 
farming. Few machines run them- 
selves; few of the kind that can run 
themselves can do the varied things 
which must be done on the farm. 
So in machine tending alone there 
will always be the need of human 
labor, tho not so much in proportion 
to the work done as is needed to 
take care of the horses and mules 
which mechanical-electric power is 
displacing. There will always be 
farms on which horses or mules will 
do most of the work, farms where 
power from other sources cannot be 
used economically. 


It does not follow, however, that 


even small farms cannot be largely 
operated more efficiently by the aid 
of mechanical power. There is a 
great deal of talk about the "farm 
of the future" as a great area oper- 
ated like a factory, with workers 
employed by the operating corpora- 
tion on an eight-hour day schedule, 
living in town and motoring out to 
their jobs every morning. 


Beyond doubt there will be a good 


deal more of that kind of fanning in 
the future than there is now, and 
there is quite a bit of it now. But it 
will be confined to a few specially 
favored areas and a few staple crops.

of "commerce, than whom there are few keener analysts 
in the world, has been figuring out how much better off 
we are than the rest of the world.

prosperous we and all the rest would be. Our average 
family income is $3,000 a year. The British income is two- 
thirds of that, Canada's less than half, Sweden's still lower, 
Germany.'s only a little over one-third as large, and 
France's about the same—personal income of the average 
man, 
that is. That's why we can, and do, consume more 


of the world's raw materials than any other nation. 


We have set an example to the rest of the world, which 


it is slowly beginning to follow, in spots. The farther and 
more rapidly it extends, the sooner and more surely will 
we reach the stage of human development in which people 
will no longer die of starvation, in which every human 
being will have his happiness in his own hands. 


There are those who say that in seeking material pros- 


perity humanity is losing its spiritual ideals. It does not 
seem that way to us. It is one thing to forego riches for 
the sake of the higher life—it is quite another thing to have 
no choice in the matter.

KNOCKING" THE GOVERNMENT— 


The world is full of people who try to blame.their own 


unsuccess, unhappiness or incompetence upon somebody 
else. Everybody knows somebody like that. They are 
the same sort of people who are always "agin the govern- 
ment." The market for crops is good "or bad because the 
government at Washington is Republican or Democratic. 
Business is slow because the president did this or didn't 
do that. Let a few banks fail and immediately some of the 
chronic kickers rush to the front with the explanation 
that the Federal Reserve system is a failure. 


Fair criticism of the government is entirely proper and 


within the rights of every citizen. The tendency to hold 
the government responsible for everything unpleasant 
without ever giving it credit when conditions are satisfac- 
tory is, however, just another manifestation of the child- 
ish impulse to shift the blame from one's own shoulders to 
that of somebody else. 


The very people who make the most fuss abotlt the 


government's "failure" when things are not going to please 
them, would be the first to protest if the federal govern- 
ment should undertake to actually run the business of the 
nation. The last thing that the vast majority of Americans 
want is a paternal government. We as a people firmly be- 
lieve in the dictum, attributed to Thomas Jefferson, that, 
that government is best which governs the least. It is 
probably true that most of the loose criticism of the gov- 
ernment is merely a form of "letting off steam." It doesn't 
hurt the government any and it relieves the emotional 
strain of the person doing this criticising. 


This year everybody is going to hear a great deal of 


criticism and defense of the government. We are electing 
all the members of the next congress, one-third of the sen- 
ators, and governors and other officials of more than half 
of the states. Candidates and their friends are going to 
tell us how different things would be if they-were in in- 
stead of the ones who are in, or how foolish it would be 
to put the other fellows in when they have made such good 
records. All that signifies, for the greater part, is the de- 
sire of the "ins" to stay in and of the "outs" to get in. 


The only persons who will be fooled are the simple- 


minded ones who really thing that the government can 
change economic conditions over night and at will. All 
any government at Washington can do, all it ought to try 
to do, is to remove any obstacles that exist to the free flow 
of business and industry, to the right of every American 
citizen to work out his own individual salvation, econom- 
ically and otherwise, in his own way, so long as he does 
not infringe upon the right of any other cititzen to do "the 
same thing.

That is the way you appear on 


Uncle Sam's records in 'Washington, 
provided 
the census 
enumerator 


found you and turned in his report 
according to schedule. And, so far 
as the government at Washington is 
concerned with your case, that's all 
they know or want to know about 
you. 


Your name does not appear on the 


card. It is on the enumerator's sheet, 
of course, but those are all baled up 
and stored away in a vault where 
there isn't one chance in a million 
of your individual name being dug 
out for any imaginable purpose. In 
the course of time these old reports 
will go to the paper mill, and then 
the only identity you will have left 
is the punched card, looking some- 
what like a rectangular square of 
Swiss cheese. 


As fast as the enumerators' returns 


come to Washington they are turned 
over to several hundred young wo- 
men who sit all day hi front of elec- 
trically-operated punching machines 
and transfer the enumerator's infor- 
mation to 'these cards. A punch in 
a certain position on the card means 
that you live in a certain state or 
territory. Another punch indicates 
your county, a third your town, a 
fourth your census enumeration dis- 
trict. The

of the hole on the card. There are

The influence of this belief extend- 


ed into the other colonies, so much 
so that in 1712 Governor Hunter of 
New York, charged by. the home 
government in London with enum- 
erating the people of the colony, 
apologized for the inaccuracy of the 
count, saying that the people were 
so superstitious that they thot an 
epidemic of illness had followed the 
last previous count. 


Something of the same reluctance 


to be counted baffled the census- 
takers who tried to enumerate the 
inhabitants of the different colonies 
early in the Revolutionary war, in 
order to apportion- the cost of war 
equitably among them. It was real- 
ized then that only a strong central 
authority could make any sort of an 
accurate census, and a provision for 
such a decennial • count was there- 
fore provided hi the constitution 
when it was adopted in 1787.

A punch in one position means 


hat you' live on a farm, in another 
that you don't. Whether you are 
male or female is indicated by an- 
other punch in a different place. 
Color or race, age, whether married, 
single of widowed, your education 
status, occupation and all of the oth- 
er bothersome questions which you 
lave to answer for the census man, 
all are reduced to holes hi a card. 


When all of the required holes 


tiave been punched hi a card, it«is 
:ed into another highly ingenius ma- 
chine, which at one operation adds 
the facts which the card contains to 
all the other facts of the same char- 
acter. This second machine has hun- 
dreds of little metal rods or plung- 
ers, one for every possible position 
of a hole in a card. Nothing happens 
when one of the plungers touches 
the surface of the card at a point 
at which there is no hole, but wher- 
ever there is a hole in the card, one 
ol- jthe. metal, pHmgers-^oes;- xjght 
thru it. For example, if you are a 
Chinese, none of the plungers indi- 
cating Mexican,. Indian, Japanese, 
Filipino, Hindu, Korean of Hawaiian 
blood would go thru the card, but 
the one which is connected with the 
Chinese counter would pass thru the 
hole which indicates Chinese birth. 
In doing this it makes the electrical 
contact which registers another fig- 
ure on the counting machine that 
records the Chinese population. And 
so with each of the other plungers 
which finds a hole to go into. All 
thirty-one of them make their rec- 
ords simultaneously, and the punch- 
ed cards pass thru each one 'of 
dozens of such machines at the rate 
of 170,500 a day. 


Any other way of classifying and 


totaling census- figures would be so 
slow, with a population of around 
125,000,000 to be counted, that it 
might be a year or more before the 
complete total was known. 


There were no counting machines 


or electrical appliances when the 
first census of the United States was 
made, nor for nearly a. hundred 
years after that. Everything was 
done in those old days slowly, by 
hand, and the records -kept hi books, 
some of which are still preserved. 
And nobody knows whether those 
records were correct or not, with 
the chance of their being decidedly 
inaccurate. For the early census 
enumerators were paid only one dol- 
lar for each fifty names, had to cover 
a lot of territory, in most cases, and 
doubtless overlooked many inhabi- 
tants. The census of 1790, the first 
under our present form of govern- 
ment, was sot completed until 1792, 
when President George Washington 
reported to congress that there were 
3,929,214 persons hi the young re- 
public. In all probability there were 
more than 4,000,000, or eight tunes 
as many as there had been in 1700, 
ninety years earlier. In that year, 
1700, 
the population of New York, 


Boston and Philadelphia combined 
was only 15,000, and the total popu- 
lation of the colonies less than half 
a million. 


One reason why accurate counting 


of the population was not possible hi 
colonial times, and to some extent 
since, was the belief that to enum- 
erate the people would bring a curse 
upon them. The people, especially 
in the New England colonies, where 
they tried to run the government 
strictly in accordance with the 
teachings of the Bible, which they 
interpreted 
literally, 
feared the 


wrath of God if the people were 
counted. For proof that divine ven- 
geance would follow the taking of 
the census, they pointed to the 24th 
chapter of the second book of Sam- 
uel, 
which tells how King David 


sent Joab to number the people from 
Dan to Beersheba. Joab, the first 
census-taker 
on record, made a 


count which showed 800,000 inhabi- 
tants. But this impious act was fol- 
lowed by a pestilence which killed 
off 70,000 of them. 


It is no( wonder that a people who 


took every word in the Bible as lit- I 
era! truth feared the census-taker! I

The well is down 3200 
eet and the last 460 feet has been 
hru hard sand and lime formation 
with every indication of 64 gravity 
11. The final drilling will be made 
as soon as the casing is set.

cover various phases of citrus pest 
control, including the use of sprays, 
fumigation and their effects on the 
tree and fruit. The relation of oil 
sprays to fruit rot will be one of 
the subjects under discussion and 
the season's results of the citrus pest 
control operation will be - another. 
The status of the white fly, Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly, and distyospermum 
scale will also be on the program, 
bringing the hearers up to date on 
these three important insect pests. 
Other subjects for discussion are the 
control of gray ants and the regula- 
tion of insecticides.

My rural readers will pardon me, I'm sure, for once more 


calling their attention to what is still one of man's fiercest, 
most Ufirelenting foes; it seems to me that good advice in 
the presence of an enemy is never out of place. 


Thotful men have been battling this scourge since the 


dawn of history; Hor its annihilation men of great wealth 
and greater hearts have spent countless millions ki research, 
and the noble work still goes on. Just what measure of suc- 
cess has been achieved may be noted by any observing one 
who reads; and our more recent decades have been singularly 
noted for advances made. 


Tuberculosis is a communicable disease. If you never

I am sure that 
proper quarantine—and that only—will end the "white 
plague" for good and all. Outdoor air is not always pure— 
indeed far from it in crowded localities, where ignorant vic- 
tims of disease are carriers and distributors; promiscuous 
expectoration is a crime.

Beat the yolks creamy, add the 
milk, and then fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites and turn into the pan. 


If you garnish the omelet with 


parsley it looks more tempting, but 
the parsley must be crisp and green. 
Wilted, faded parsley is worse than 
none. Watercress, too, is a good gar- 
nish for summer omelets. 


Some persons like a sweet omelet 


for breakfast. 
One served with 


crushed and slightly sweetened ber- 
ries poured over it is tempting. 


HOT-WEATHER CEREAL 


You can use the prepared cereals 


for very hot weather if you wish to. 
Many persons really like them better 
as the start-off of a hot • day than 
cooked cereals.. Boiled eggs are as 
good as any other kind and certainly 
they are little trouble. To have them 
tempting be sure to cook them care- 
fully. If your family likes thrpe- 
minute eggs, then drop the eggs into 
actively boiling water and leave 
them there just three minutes. If 
they prefer eight-minute, coddled 
eggs then have the water boiling, 
drop the eggs into it as you remove 
it from the flame and leave them un- 
covered for the eight minutes. Don't 
forget and leave them in fifteen and 
don't hurriedly draw them out after 
five minutes. 


As a. change some hot morning 


try serving medium thin bread al- 
ready buttered. In very hot weather 
butter melts almost immediately on 
being taken from the refrigerator 
and a djslv of half-melted butter— 
usually "at breakfast in hot weather 
we are too near the end of the ice to 
risk chopping off any for the butter 
dish—is certainly an unsavory thing 
to look at. The neatly buttered 
bread slices will prove tempting. 
One of the hearty dishes for break- 
fast that is always appealing, in the 
summer—both to appetite and eye— 
is an omelet. So if you want some- 
thing for variety; as a change from 
boiled eggs—which we have already 
suggested as being easy to prepare 
and wholesome to eat—try an ome- 
let.

as a Cancer Provocative 


An eminent physician who prac- 


ticed for many years in Simla 
states that the natives of the Pun- 
lab, the northwest province of India, 
whose diet is mainly coarse whole- 
wheat bread, seldom suffer from 
cancer. 
An equally distinguished 


surgeon recently pointed out that 
white bread may be one of th0 
causes of cancer and other dis- 
eases. 
The diet of these people 


consists of lightly scorched unleav- 
ened bread, made from a dough of 
whole-meal stone-milled 
unsifted 


flour into cakes about the size and 
shape of our pancakes. This bread 
s eaten with dal, a sort of pulse, or 
with curried vegetables. A large 
quantity of cellulose Is taken in 
the form of raw radishes, sugar 
cane and raw fruit 
The peasants 


also drink quantities of milk. With 
:hem bread is the staff of life. They 
have magnificent teeth and are usu- 
ally of fine physique.

Electricity to Induce Fever 


Electricity has been used success- 


fully in inducing an artificial fever 
in some patients suffering from ills 
which are combated by fever, not- 
ably paresis, says Popular Mechan- 
ics Magazine. The use of fever in 
treating certain diseases is based 
on the theory that fever is one of 
the major defensive measures of 
the body against invading organ- 
isms. Previously malaria has been 
used' to produce fever, but doctors 
recently have raised temperatures 
by using an electric current from a 
diathermy machine which was found 
to give better control of the degree 
and duration of the fever.

From Maine'to Florida the Atlantic 


coastal ! highway is now substan- 
tially completed, either concrete, 
;ar, macadam or hard sand-clay sur- 
:ace all the way. And when it gets 
to historic old St. Augustine, Florida, 
it strikes the beginning of the Old 
Spanish Trail, connecting St. Augus- 
tine on the east with San Diego on 
the west. 


The idea of a cross-continent 


highway which would follow the 
trade and military trails blazed by 
the early Spanish settlers on the 
gulf and in the southwest was first 
given light at a gathering at Mobile, 
Ala., in 1915. Nobody knows who 
selected the picturesque and descrip- 
tive name, nor just how the move- 
ment started. The first idea was to 
connect New Orleans with Miami. 
But the west heard about it and 
eagerly joined in the movement, set 
up a promotion headquarters in San 
Antonio, and projected the orginal 
plan two thousands miles farther 
than its original enthusiasts had 
dreamed of going. 


And now it is nearing completion. 
Starting from St. Augustine, where 


the Spaniards have left their in- 
destructible record in the narrow 
streets and picturesque old fort and 
other buildings of this oldest of 
American municipalities, the Old 
Spanish Trail runs thru Jackson- 
ville, Tallahassee, Pensecola, Mobile 
Bay, Saint Louis, New Orleans, Lake 
Charles, Beaumont, Houston, San 
Antonio, Fort Stockton, El Paso, Las 
Cruces, Douglas, Tucson, Phoenix 
and so to California and San Diego. 
It crosses eight states, three great 
bays and the greatest of North 
American rivers. It crosses the Great 
Divide at its lowest point, at Bis- 
bee, Arizona, at an altitude of 6030 
feet above sea-level and descends 
'into the Imperial valley thru El 
Centro, California, 51 feet below sea- 
level. Yet there are no grades which 
cannot be driven in high' gear. 


Two-thirds of the drainage water 


of the United States crosses the Old 
Spanish Trail, yet only two ferries 
are necessary; one across the Miss- 
issippi river at New Orleans, the 
other over Berwick bay at Morgan 
City, Louisiana. All of the other 
watercourses which the trail crosses 
have been bridged. 


The Old Spanish Trail follows the 


line of chain missions and presidios 
which the King of Spain ordered in 
1772 to be constructed from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Gulf of California. 
San Antonio was the meeting place 
of all the trails connecting the Span- 
ish settlements with each other. Anc 
in San Antonio, a few weeks ago 
the King of Spain, thru the Spanish 
ambassador to the United States, 
presented a royal decoration to 
Harral Ayers, the managing director 
of the Old Spanish Trail Association, 
in recognition of his services in pre- 


serving and perpetuating the old 
Spanish tradition. 


Of the first 579 miles of the trail, 


from St. Augustine to Bay St. .Louis, 
all but .a few miles has been'paved, 
and that part, in Mississippi, is hard 
sand and gravel. Thence across 
Louisiana to the Texas line, 362 
(miles, concrete pavement is being 
laid the entire distance, though it 
will be the end of next year before 
this is completed. The unpaved sec- 
tions are good gravel roads. 


From the Texas-Louisiana line to 


San Antonio, 329 miles, the Trail is 
90 percent paved. Thence, 583 miles 
to El Paso, the gravel road is good 
but dusty and paving is being carried 
on rapidly, eventualy to cover the 
entire stretch. From El Paso west- 
ward across New Mexico and Ari- 
zona to the California line is 712 miles, 
of which about half is paved, the rest 
gravel roadways over the desert and 
thru the Rocky mountains. By the 
end of this year it is expected that 
the last stretch of the 178 miles 
across California to the Pacific will 
have been paved. 


This great highway, 2,741 miles 


long, is the largest single piece of 
road building which has ever been 
undertaken since the days when the 
Caesars connected all of the outly- 
ing 
provinces 
of 
Europe with 


Imperial Rome by roads, some of 
which have lasted to this day and 
are still main thoroughfares of com- 
merce. When it is finished it will 
have cost upward of $110,000,000, 
provided by the states, counties and 
municipalities and by the United 
States government. 


As every other great road does.xthe 


Old Spanish Trail is opening up new 
areas to settlements, to industry and 
to development. Until it was cut 
thru from Jacksonville west, five 
years ago, few tourists to Florida 
ever saw the lovely rolling country 
of West Florida, the hills and rivers 
and coastline vistas that lie between 
Tallahassee and the beautiful city 
of Pensacola. The opening of the 
trail has brought ne wlife to Pensa- 
cola, which with its magnificent har- 
bor and new rail connections north- 
ward is rapidly recapturing its anci- 
ent importance as a seaport. And so, 
all along its route, the growing tide 
of motor tourists following the Old 
Spanish Trail is discovering and 
spreading the news to the rest of the 
world that in this south and south- 
west there are opportunities and 
beauties which few had ever realized 
existed.
